feerce Animals make on Flocks and Herds, for the Sake 
of the Inſtruction they have afforded us in their ſeve- 
val Claſſes and Diſtributions on the Earth. A teeming 
Mountain has put Vanity out of Countenance : The Trees 
of the Field have reproached a mercenary People for 
electing a bad King + ; and the howling Wilderneſs has 
enriched the World with as many Philoſophic Lectures, as 
th: Tuſculum of Cicero. | . 

As to theſe Tales, they are calculated to recommend 
Virtue and Morality in various Inſtances ; and whilft 
they amuſe the Imagination, by a Number of ſurpriſmng 
Ticidents, they, at the ſame Time, affect the Reader

If it ſhould be objefted, that the Stories related in 
this Work are altogether incredible, and conſequently un- 
worthy the Attention of the Fudicious ; that Exception 
will be beſt anſwered, by remindin _ who urge it, of 
the uncommon Approbation with which the Arabian, 
Perfian, and Turkiſh Tales were received by the Public, 
when they appeared in an Engliſh Dreſs ; but, as I 
never yet heard them condemned for the Improbability 
that reigns throughout them, I hope, our Peruvian Ad- 
ventures, which are no more incredible than the Orien- 
tal, but, in many Particulars, more entertaining, will 
not be cenſured for a Circumſtance, which was not 
thought a Defect. in the Books above mentioned.

The incomparable Lord Bacon * is extremely fa- 
vourablèe to ſuch Productions, and ranks them among 
thoſe Recreations, which careſs the mind with plea/mg 
Enoyments, and give the Spirits a ſprightly Flow thro 
the animal OEconomy ; by which Means the vital Func- 
tions are preſerved from the Languors and Interrupt ions 
they receive from diſagreeable Perceptions, or immode- 
rate Attentiveneſs, to more elaborate Reſearches. 

It is a known Fact, that the Admirable Monſieur 
Bayle, and our immortal Milton, frequently left the 
regular Walks of their more [aborious and learned Stu- 
dies, to wander in the florida Wilds of Romance; where 
they enjoyed an eaſy R laxation from more abſtruſe and 
zmpairing Attentions, and never received the leaſt Injury 
on that inchanted Ground: And therefore, the Proprie-

ſacred on that Account. | | 
yy this Time the Inhabitants are reported to have 
trved like the Beaſts among them, without any Traces 


of Orders, Laws, or Religion; without Cloathing, or 


any Habitations but Rocks, and Caves, and Trees, to 
eure them from wild Beaſts, or, on the Tops of Hills, 
2 they were in Fear of fierce Neighbours. When Manco 
apac, and his Siſter, came firſt into theſe naked and 
ſavage Lands, as they were Perſons of excellent Shape 
and Beauty, ſo they were adorned with ſuch Cloaths as 
continued, F bes. A, the uſual Habit of the Yncas, by 
which Name they called themſelves. They told the Peo- 
ple, who firſt came about them, that they were the 
Children of the Sun, who had ſent them down, in 
Pity to Mankind, to reclaim them from thoſe beſtial

| fay nor do any thing to others, that they were nos 
willing others ſhonld ſay or do to them; and this was 
the great Principle of all their Morality. In the 
next Place, that they ſhould worſhip the Sun, who 
gook Care of the whole World, gave Life to all Crea- 
tures, and made the Plants grow, and the Herbs 1 for 
Food to maintain them. After this they taught the 
Arts moſt neceſſary for Life: Manco Capac inſtructed 
them how to ſow Mayz, or the common Indian Grain ; 
to build Honſes againſt Inclemencies of Air, and wild 
Beaſts ; to diſtinguiſh themſelves, by Wedlock, into 
Families ; to cover the Shame of Nakedneſs with 
Cloaths, and to tame and nouriſh ſuch Creatures, as 
might be of common Uſe and Suſtenance.

With theſe Inſtructions and Inventions they were ſa 
much believed in all they ſaid, and adored for the com- 
mon Utility they diſpenſed, that they were followed by 
Numbers of People, and obeyed like Children of the Sun. 
Manco Capac had in his Hand a Rod of Gold, and 
ſaid, he had received it from his Father the Sun, who 
ordered him, when he travelled Northward from the 
Lake, to ſtrike this Rod into the Ground, and where, at 
the firſt Stroke, it ſhould "uf to the very Top, he ſhould.

| Yacas, of an excellent Inſtitution, by Progreſſes, both in 
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He inſtituted Decurions thro both theſe Colonies; 
that is, one over every ten Families, another over Fifty, 
& third over a Hundred, a fourth over Five Hundred, 
and a fifth over a Thouſand ; and to this laſt Offi- 
cer they gave the Name of Curaca, or Governor. Every 
Decurion was à Patron and Fudge in ſmall Controver- 


| foes, among thoſe under his Charge, and took Care that 


one cloathed themſelves according to the Orders 
given them by the Yncas ſrom the Sun: One of which 
was, that none, who could work, - ſhould be idle, more 
than to reſt after Labour ; and that thoſe who could not 
work, thro' Age, Sickneſs, or Invalidity, ſhould be main- 
tained by the others Pains. Theſe were ſo much obſerv- 
ed, that in the whole Empire of Peru, and during the

8 Colony had one ſupreme Judge, to whom the 
lower Decurions remitted great and difficult Caſes, 
or to whom the Criminals, in ſuch Caſes, appealed. 
But every Decurion, who concealed any Crime of thoſe 
under his Charge, above a Day and a Night, became 
guilty of it himſelf, and liable to the ſame Puniſhment. 
There were Laws likewiſe againſt Theft, Mutilations, 
Murders, Diſobedience to Officers, and Adulteries ; for 
Man was to have one lawful Wife, but bad the 


| Liberty of keeping other Women as he could. 


There is no Doubt, but that which contributed much 
#0 this great Order in the State, was the Diſuſe of 
other Poſſeſſions, than what was neceſſary to Life, and 
the eminent Virtue of their firſ great Hero or Legiſlator, 
which ſeemed to be entailed upon their whole Race; ſo 
that it is reported among the Peruvians, that no true 
Ynca was ever found guilty or puniſhed for any Crime; 
and it is certain, no Govern nent was ever eftablijned, 
and continued by greater Examples of Virtue and Se- 
werity, nor any ever gave greater Teſtimonies than the 
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the Propagation and Extent of Empire, in Force and 

Plenty, in Greatneſs and Magnificence of Temples, Pla-

HE Natives of Peru have a Traditi- 
on, that this vaſt Country was 

originally inhabited by ſavage Nati- 
ons, who in their Manners reſembled 


dhe Brutes, and had no other Simi- 

e litude to Mankind than what ap- 

peared in their external Shape. They 

—— without any regular Syſtem of Laws or Reli- 

; and had neither Houſes or Cities to inhabit. 

ere unacquainted with the Joo per Culture of 
Wiek. and knew not _ to 


Pin either Flax or 
Wooll, 
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Wooll. They lived in caves, and ſubterranean Glooms. 
Their Food was Roots, Herbs, and wild Fruits; and 
they frequently feaſted on human Fleſn. They were 
Strangers to the Inſtitution of Marriage; and the, 
Men indulged themſelves in a Conjunction with thoſe 
Women that firſt came in their Way. 3 

The Sun, ſenſibly affected with the unhappy State 
of theſe Nations, ſent to them, at laſt, two of his 
Children, whom he. had begotten of the Moon, 
namely, Manco Capac, who was the firſt King or 
Tnca of Peru; and Coya Mama Oello Huaco, + whom:

Diſcourſes, founded, in the Valley of Cuſco, a City of 
that Name, which they choſe for the Capital of their

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* Manco is generally ſuppoſed to be the Proper Name, 
and — the Surname; which laſt the Natives gave 
him he had made ſome Conqueſts. Capac, in the 
Peruvian Language, ſigniſies Rich and Potent in Arms; 
it likewiſe affe the Idea of only, or alone: And in 
this Senſe the Word was appropriated to the King, who 
was called Capac Ynca, which in its Signification im- 
ports, the Only, King, Emperor, or Lord. . 

+ Oello Huaco, in all Probability, wore Proper Names,

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Empire. They afterwards peopled ſeveral other Places, 


inſtructing the Inhabitants in every Particular that 
could be adyantageous to them; and which related 


Either to the Worſhip of the Sun, their Father, or the 


Neceſſaries and Conveniencies of Life. The Men 
were inſtructed in their Duty by the Tura, and the 
Women by the Queen. 

The firſt Foundations of the Empire of Peru be- 
ing thus eſtabliſhed, Manco Capac gradually extend- 
ed the Bounds of his Dominions, and at the ſame 
Time taught the Barbarians around him Tillage ; and 
gave them Precepts for the Regulation of their Lives. 
He influenced them by the Efficacy of Perſuaſion, 
rather than the Force of Arms, to renounce their Idols, 
and adore the Sun. In a Word, his Succeſſors, con- 
ducting themſelves by the ſame Principles, with Re- 
ſpect to ſeveral other Nations, the Empire of the Yacas 
increaſed to ſuch a Degree, that it roſe to all the 
Grandeur arfd Power Hiſtorians have aſcribed to it. 

One of the Deſcendants of thoſe firſt Kings of 
Peru, was called the Inca Yahuarhuacac, * a Name 
which ſignifies, He who weeps Blood. He received this 


Appellation, becauſe when he was born + he ſhed 


Fears of Blood; which the People, who valued 
themſelves for their Skill in:Divination, imagined to 
be a very fatal Omen.. They thought, ſuch an in- 
auſpicious Circumſtance threatened- their Prince with 
ſome uncommon Misfortune ; and even the Curſe 
of his Father the San.

of his Reign, he governed his Dominions with g 


Tranquillity and Succeſs ; and his Juſtice, Piety, and 
gentle Diſpoſition, gave him as large a Share of his 


Subjects Reverence and Love, as was ever enjoyed 
by any of his Predeceſſors.

Theſe latter 
were chiefly created by the diſorderly Conduct and 
unamiable Qualities of his eldeſt Son, whom the 


Laws deſtined for his Succeſſor in the Empire. 
This Prince was every Moment giving new Proofs 
of a ſavage and untractable Diſpoſition: In his very 


* The Name Vnca, was common to the King and 


all the Princes of his Blood. The firſt Ynca was de- 


firous that all his Deſcendants ſhould be honoured with 
4 Title of Royalty, that ſo the People might regard them 
with the greater Veneration.

ight not be reproached for being the only Yuca 
neglected the Enlargement of his Em- 


Infancy he had made it evident, that his ſole De- 
light conſiſted in tormenting not only the Slaves and 


- 
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People who ſerved him, but even the Princes theme 
ſelves, whoſe Rank was ſubordinate to his own. 
In his Youth, he ſeemed to breathe nothing but 
Violence and Blood. In vain did the Yzca his Fa- 
ther uſe all poſſible Endeavours to reform and ſoften 
his unlovely Temper ; all his Cares were ineffectu- 


al: In vain did he labour to point his Son's View 


to the Examples of Wiſdom and Moderation which 
his Anceſtors had left behind them; every Day 
preſented the King with ſome new Inſtance of 
Barbarity in the Actions of this Son. Reſentments 
and Threats were all unavailing; the Prince pro- 
ceeded in his own Track: And his vicious Inclina- 


tions, being now grown habitual, changed into Poi- 


ſon all the Remedies that were employed to cure his 
Indiſpoſition. 

Severity became, at laſt, the only Expedient from 
whence any Benefit could be expected: But as yet 
it had never been judged proper to treat any Tuca, 
much leſs the preſumptive Heir of the Crown, with 
Rigour; and it was dangerous to come to ſuch an 


Extreme. There was Reaſon to be apprehenfive, 
that the People, accuſtomed to conſider their Princes 


as the Offs ing of the Sun, and conſequently as 
Gods, would take Occaſion, from their being pu- 
niſhed, to imagine, that the Tucas were Men like 
themſelves; and, poſſibly, even the other Tucas, as 
well as the People, would not patiently have per- 
mitted the King to treat the Prince his Son with 
Auſterity. | 


However, a freſh Crime which the young Prince 


had committed, made it neceſſary for the King to re- 
ſolve on Meaſures of Severity; and they became the 
more indiſpenſable, becauſe Sacrilege made a flagrant 


Part in the Aggravation of the Offence.

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mour'd to Diſtraction, he approach'd the Select Vir- 

in, and had the Preſumption to acquaint her with 
bis Paſſion. But the Lady, whoſe Modeſty and 
Virtue were equal to the Charms of her Perſon, on- 
ly anſwered him with an Aſpect of Severity, capable 
of diſconcerting any Man, who had not renounced 
every Impreſſion of Humanity. 


This Air of Reſentment did but add Flame to the 


Prince's criminal Deſires; and he meditated how to 
gratify them at any Event. He addreſſed himſelf to 
the Select Virgin's Governeſs; and partly by Pro- 
miles, partly by Threats, engaged her to aſſiſt him 
in his Paſſion. It was agreed betwcen them, that 
the Select Virgin ſhould be fraudulently conducted to- 
wards the Apartment of the Prince; which was a 
Stratagem eaſily to be accompliſhed, ſince the young 
Lady had never been in the Palace till that Day. 
The Governeſs led her apart, under Pretext of pi- 
ving her ſome neceſlary Inſtructions; and when ſhe 
had inſenſibly brought her to the Place where the 
Prince expected her, ſhe abandoned her to his guilty

The Daughter of the Sun was diſmiſſed from the 
Prince's Arms, with a Face covered with Confu- 
ſion, and a Heart rack'd with Deſpair. Without 
knowing where ſhe went, ſhe enter'd into the firſt 
Chamber ſhe found open, and there, in agonizing 
Tears, deplored the Prince's Crime, and her own 
Misfortune.

Hand to recover her from her Confuſion : * Turn 
* away, faid ſhe, turn away, my Lord, thoſe Eyes

* unworthy to appear before you, but do not even 


« deſerve the Life I enjoy. The Woman your Ma- 
e jeſty beholds,” added ſhe, pointing to her Go- 
verneſs, has by a baſe Compli 


iance betrayed me to 
* the guilty Paſſion of your Son. I demand the 
Death of this Criminal, as an Act of Juſtice to 
her, and Compaſſion to myſelf : Her Treaſon is 
1 certainly unpardonable; and I cannot ſurvive my 
© Diſgrace. And beſides this, I am guilty by the 
1 Law, ſince J have ſuffered ſuch a Violation of my 
* Honour.” | | | 
The Tuca was exceedingly ſurprized at this Diſ- 
courſe; but without diſcovering the leaſt Emotion, 
he ordered the Select Virgin to retire into an adjoining 
Chamber, and commanded the Governeſs to return 
to her own Apartment, and continue there till- his 
farther Orders : After which he cauſed a Council, 
which was compoſed of the principal Yucas of his 
Court, to be affembled, and bitterly complain'd to 
them of the new Crime committed by: his Son. 
* There is an End, faid he, of all Religion and 


* Government, if I permit an Offence like this to 


& be acted with Impunity. I can no longer behold

When the King had ended his Diſcourſe, the moſt 
antient of the Yzcas declared their Opinions after 
each other; and were unanimous in their Thoughts.

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& Your Majeſty, ſaid they, is acquainted with what 
* the Law ordains, Every Daughter of the Sun, 
«© who is diſhonour'd in her Chaſtity, is to be bu- 
ce ried alive; and the Man who corrupted her, is to 
« be hanged. This Law goes yet farther The Cri- 
c minal, his Wife and Children, his Servants, his 
© Relations, and all the Inhabitants of the Town 
% where he dwelt, even to the very Infants at the 
« Breaſt, are to be involved in the Puniſhment of 
e the Offence. The very Town is to be razed to 
the Ground, and the Ruins whelmed under a Heap 
of Stones; that it may remain deſert and deſo- 
&« hte through its whole Extent, and be abandoned 
© to the Curſes and Execrations of all the World, 
“ But this Law, continued they, was only given 
© to inſpire the Subjects with Terror, and preſerve 
them from the Temerity of violating a Virgin 
* conſecrated to the Sun, the God and Father of 
« their Kings. And though it may be juſtly ſaid, 


„ that the Prohibition to ſully the Honour of the 


* Sele&t Virgins, extends to the Sons of the Vecas 


as well as to their Subjects; 'tis however certain, 
* that the Quality of the Perſons ought to make a 
Difference between their Crime in this Particular: 


“ The Injury being greater or leſs in its Aggrava- 
tions, in Proportion to the Diſparity that is to 
* be found between the Offender and the Party ag- 
” * and conſequently the Crime committed 
« by the Prince, who is the firſt Perſon in the 
Empire, after your Majeſty, ſhould not be ex- 
„ piated by the lame Penalty which ought to be 
ce inflicted on a Man of the loweſt Birth. We are 
ce therefore of Opinion, that your Majeſty ſhould 


content yourſelf with diſgracing your Son for

The Advice of the young Yucas was not ſo mo- 
derate. "They all cried out that the Prince ought to 
die, that the Empire might be delivered from a Ty- 
| rant, and the Royal Family from a Member that 
| ſtained it with Diſhonour. They acknowledged, 
if indeed, that a firſt Offence might be pardoned ; but 
1. at the ſame Time maintained, that as the Prince, 
Ti inſtead of reforming his irregular Behaviour, ſuf- 
if fered himſelf to be daily abandoned to new Ex- 
| ceſſes, his Life could not have too ſhort a Dura- 
1. ration, leſt the Number and Enormity of his 
8 Crimes ſhould draw down the Diſpleaſure of the 
Sun upon the Family of the Iucas, and the whole 
Empire. 
The Elders in the Aſſembly, who foreſaw the 
fatal Conſequences that might attend the Death of 
the Prince, demanded of the young Incas, if they 
were very certain to find one Man in all the ny 
dom bold enough to plunge his Dagger in the 
Heart of their Monarch's Son? And ſhould they 
happen to meet with ſuch a Perſon, could they un- 
dertake to appeaſe the Sedition ſuch a Puniſhment 
would infallibly raiſe among the People? No, 
« Sire, added they, let us not flatter ourſelves with 
« the Poſſibility of finding among all your Subjects, 
© any Man who will preſume to ſtretch his Hand 
* againſt the Prince. Whoever ſhould but dare to 
* think of ſuch an Action, ought doubtleſs to be 
* perſuaded, that the Earth would open in a Mo- 
“ ment, and ſwallow down both him and all his 
1 « Relations, with the very City and Province that 
7 4 gave him Birth.” 3 
| Whether the Yuca was ſenſible of the Danger hay 
| ſſiould incur, by treating the Prince with too much 
Severity; or whether ſome Remains of Tenderneſs 
for his Son gave a Check to his Vengeance, he re- 


ſolved to conform himſelf to the_ Advice of the 
| Elders . 
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Elders: To which Effect, he diſgraced the Prince, 
and baniſhed. him ſome Years from the Court, 


threatning, if he did not change his Manner of 
Life, to diſinherit him, and receive another of his 


Children into his Place. As to the Select Virgin, 


whatever Reluctance ſhe had to ſurvive her Shame 


and Diſhonour, the Inca omitted nothing capable of 
affording her any Conſolation. He gave her to 
underſtand, that as her Fault was involuntary, ſhe 


could not be cenſured with any Juſtice. He made 


her ſeveral conſiderable Preſents; and ſome Time 
afterwards gave her in Marriage to the Governor 
of the Province of Chuncuri. But tie Governeſs, 


Who, by an infamous Treachery, had proſtituted 


the Daughter of the Sun, was ſentenced to be bu- 
ried alive. | | 

The Prince ( for the Name he aſſumed in his 
Exile was unknown) was baniſhed to a great Park 
called Chitta, and which was laid out in a Variety 
of fine Paſtures, repleniſhed with a vaſt Number of 


Flocks and Herds, conſecrated to the Sun. He was- 


commanded, for his Puniſhment, to tend theſe

Haſte then to the Ynca my Brother, and diredt him

As to your Particular, be aſſured, that what- 
ever Difficulties yon may hereafter happen to be engaged 


nin, I will never forſake you. No, I will certainly afſiff

greateſt Affairs, provided they be worthy of your Race, 
and the Grandeur of your Empire : and 

I will always be favourable to on; that I will guard 
you with my conſtant Defence, and ſend you. all the 
Succours that ſhall be neceſſary to your Condition. The 


Tnca Viracochn, continued the Prince, had ſcarce fi- 


niſhed this Diſcourſe, when he diſappeared: And 1 


immediately came to acquaint you with what he 


commanded me to declare.

Revolt. The firſt, whoſe Name was Hanco Hual- 
la, was a young Gentleman about Six and twenty 
Years of Age; and was created General of the Ar- 
my. The ſecond was called, Damay Huaraca; and 
the third, Aſtu Huaraca. The two laſt were appoint- 
ed Lieutenant-Generals. | 

Nothing could equal the Surpriſe and Confuſion 
of the Yuca Yahnarhuacac, when he heard the Ene- 
mics were on their March. He could not perſuade 
himſelf, that they were in a Condition to revolt: 
For ſince the Reign of the Iuca Manco Capac, to 
his own, none of the Provinces conquered by his 
Predeceſſors, had rebelled. This falſe Security had 
prevented him from uſing the Precautions: neceſſa- 
ry to ally the Storm; fo that he ſaw himſelf in- 
capable of oppoſing his Foes. He had no ſuffi- 
cient Time to raiſe Forces; and the City of Cuſce 
was deſtitute of a competent Garriſon to defend 
it. | | : | 

In this Extremity, the Inca reſolved to give Way 
to the Fury of the Rebels, till he had received Goh 
Succours as might enable him to face them. To ac- - 
compliſh this, he propoſed to retire to Collaſuyy, . 
where at leaſt he might preſerve his Life, for he 
_ depended on the Fidelity of the Inhabitants of that 
Province. With this Intention he departed from the 
Capital of his Empire, only attended by a fewr Yucas ; 
but he advanced no farther than the Paſs of Muna, 
fix Leagues from Cuſco, and there diſcontinued his 
N 
the Enemy's Deſigns. 
In the mean Time, the City of Cuſco was in a 
ſtrange Situation, ſince the King's Retreat. All the 
Inhabitants were ſenſible of the Danger; and. there -

that he might be more caſily informed of 
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was no Chief who preſumed either to ſpeak, or un- 
dertake their Defence. The People, to prevent the 
Calamities that threatened them, fled from all Parts, 
in ſearch of ſome Place to which they might ſafely 
retire. Chance conducted ſome of them to the Prince 
Viracocha: They informed him of the Rebellion of 
the Inhabitants of Chinchaſuyu, and the Retreat of 
the Yuca his Father; who was in no Capacity to re- 
fiſt his Enemies, and prevent the Deſolation of his 
Capital. 3 | 

The Prince was ſenſibly affected with theſe me- 
lancholy Tidings, and thought it incumbent on him 
to uſe ſome Expedient to avert the Miſeries that 
threatened the Empire. He diſpatched, to ſeveral 
Parts, the Inhabitants of Cuſco who had found him 
in his Solitude; and ſent away ſeveral Shepherds 
who accompanied him with Orders to animate all 
the Indians they ſhould happen to meet, and direct 
them as ſoon as poſſible to join the Inca their King, 
with all the Arms they were capable of providing : 
After which, he bent his Courſe towards Mya, 
where the King his Father had taken up his Reſi- 
dence ; and arrived there in a very ſhort Time. 

He preſented himſelf before the Nea, covered with 
Sweat and Duſt, and graſping a Spear in his Hand. 
My Lord, ſaid he, approaching to him, is it poſſible 
then that the Monarch of this Empire, ſhould be 
moved by the falſe or real Tydings ot the Rebellion 
of a few Vaſſals, to abandon his City and Palace, 
and fly from a Pcople he never beheld? Can you 

tiently ſuffer the Houſe of the Sun your Father, to 
" defenceleſs, and at andoned to the Power of the 
Enemy? Can you permit it to be profaned by Bar- 
barians, and leave them to renew the Abominations 
your glorious Anceftors have aboliſhed ? Can you 
allow them to ſacrifice Men, Women and Children, 
and commit the moſt enormous Sacrileges in. that 
ſacred Place? But if you can bear ſuch Things as 
theſe, what Account will you render of the Virgins 

4 conſecrau d 
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conſecrated to the Sun? How ſhall they preſerve that 
Chaſtity to which they are devoted ? What can 
hinder them from being Victims to the Brutality of 
the hoſtile Soldiers? Should the ſingle Deſire of pro- 
longing our Lives a few Days, prompt us to con- 
ſent to ſuch Calamities? Permit it who will! For 
my Part, I will confront the Enemy; and ſooner be 


hewed in a thouſand Pieces, than ever ſuffer them 


to enter Cxſco. I cannot be an indolent Spectator 
of the Cruelties and Abominations thoſe Barbarians 
will perpetrate in the Capital of this Empire, found- 
ed by the Sun and his Deſcendants. Let all who 
intereſt themſelves in the Glory of our Parent the 
Sun, follow me. If with their Aſſiſtance I cannot 
chaſe away the Foe, I will at leaſt teach them to 
end their Lives by an honourable Death. 

He did not ſtay for the King's Anſwer; but, with- 
out taking any Refreſhment, immediately marched 
towards Cuſco : But he had the Satisfaction to obſerve, 
that his Diſcourſe had awakened the Courage of the 

Yncas of the Blood Royal, who accompanied the Kin 
In his Flight. They followed him to the Number of 
above Five Thouſand ; and none but ſome aged Men, 
who were uſeleſs in War, remained with the Yzcs. 
This little Army was likewiſe reinforced in their 
March, by Multitudes who had abandoned the City 
of Cuſco. As ſoon as it was known that the Prince 
Viracocha reſolved to defend the Capital of the Em- 
Pire, and the Houſe of the Sun, one might behold 


them returning with Emulation; at the ſame Time 


promiſing to ſacrifice their Lives, rather than forſake 
their Prince. | 

As there was no Time to be loſt, the Yaca Vira- 
cocha ordered all thoſe who had joined him, to fol- 
low with the utmoſt Expedition ; and thus, inſtead 
of making any Stay at Cuſco, he took the Road of 
Chincaſuyu, through which he knew the Enemy 
was marching : And this he did, in order to throw 
himſclf between their Army and the City. _— 
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tended to attack them, notwithſtanding the Inequa- 
lity of his Forces; and to die pallantly, rather than 
behold the Houſe of the Sun profaned by Barbarians. 
He halted in a ſpacious Plain, half a League to the 
North of the City; and his Army then conſiſted of 
Eight Thouſand Men, who were all determined to 
conquer, or fall with their Prince. They were there 
informed, that the Enemies were nine or ten Leagues 
from Cuſco, and had paſled the great River Aprori- 
mac; but, at the ſame Time, they had Tidings of a 
very different Nature: For the Prince was informed, 
that conſiderable Succours were {cnt to him from 
the Province of Cuntiſuyu; and that a Body of about 
Twenty Thouſand Men, compoſed of the Nations 
known by the Name of Quechuas, Cotopampas Co- 
— Aymaras, and others, were marching to join 
im. PL 
Notwithſtanding the Precautions the Enemy had 
uſed to conceal their Rebellion, the Quechuas, and 
other neighbouring People, had diſcovered it: But 
as they — they had not ſufficient Time to 
acquaint the Inca, with theſe Tranſactions, and re- 
ceive bis Orders, they of their own Accord formed 
an Amy of all the Forces they could aſſemble. Theſe 
People had voluntarily ſubmitted to the Empire of 
the Yuca Capac Yupanqui. Their Zeal for the publick 
Welfare, the Conſideration of their own Intereſt, and 


the Apprehenſions of falling under the Tyranny of the 


Chaucas, to whom they were mortal Enemies, ani- 
mated them to have Recourſe to Arms. 
The Dica Viracocha conſidered this Event, as an 
Effect of the Promiſe of his Uncle Viracooha, Who 
appeared to him in the Park of Chitta; and took 
Occaſion from it to exhort his People to be coura- 
gious, becauſe their Intereſt was eſpouſed by a God 
who had already ſent them a powerful Aſſiſtance, 
and intended to combat at the Head of the Army. 
By this Diſcourſe he animated his Soldiers to ſuch a. 
Degree, 
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Deprec; that there was not one who did not look 
upon a Victory as infallible. 

During theſe Tranſactions, the Succours, that were 
impatiently expected, joined the Army ; and the 
Prince received them with the greateſt Demonſtrati- 
ons of Joy: But his Careſſes were chiefly paid to 
the Caracas of cach Nation, and their Leaders; he 


applauded their Fidclity, and promiſed the Soldiers 


to recompenſe the ſignal Service they had rendered 
him on this important Occaſion, | | 
After the Curacas had adored their Taca Viracocha, 
they acquainted him, that, in order to come to his 
Aſſiſtance with the greater Expedition, they had left 
Five Thouſand Men two Days March from thence. 
The Vica, upon this Information, held a Council of 


War with his Kindred; and it was there reſolved, 


that the Curacas ſhould be ordered to acquaint the 
auxiliary Troops, by an Expreſs, of all that had 
paſſed; and direct them to haſten their March to cer- 
tain Eminencies in the Neighbourhood, where they 
ſhould form an Ambuſcade, and obſerve the Motions 
of the Enemy. It was added, that if the Rebel Ar- 
my ſeemed diſpoſed for Battle, thoſe. Troops- ſhould 
watch the proper Time to charge them in the Rear, 


whilſt the Yaca and his Allies attacked them in the 


Front; but if they did not ſee the Armies engaged, 
they ſhould continue in their Ambuſcade, and be 
perpetually on their Guard. . | | 

Two Days after theſe new Succours had poſſeſſed - 
themſelves of the Eminencies pointed out to them, 
the Van-Guard of the Enemy was diſcovered on a 
riſing. Ground near Rimac Tampu : For being inform-. 
ed that the Ynca Viracocha. was fix Leagues from 
them, they continued their March, and ordered their 


Rear-Guard to advance. Theſe latter joined them at 


Sacſalmana, three Leagues and a halt from the Prince 
Kiracocha ; who ſent Deputics thither to offer them 
x general Pardon, if they wodld return to their 

| Duty, 
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Duty, and promiſe for the Time to come to live in 
Peace with the Vacas. . ; 
ZBut the Chancas, who knew that the Y1ca Tahuar- 
Þaacac had abandoned the City of Cuſco, and fled with 
great Precipitation, judged this Proceeding of the 
Son to be only a Bravado, and refuſed to give his 
Deputies an Audience, diſmiſſing them without hear- 
ing their Propoſals. The next Day they decamped 
from Sacſahuana, and marched directly towards the 
Tuca's Army; but notwithſtanding their utmoſt Di- 
ligence, the Order of Battle which they were obliged ' 
to obſerve, prevented them from coming up to hira 
before Night. 2 
The Prince Viracocha ſeeing the Enemies ſo near 
him, diſpatched new Deputies to offer them his Par- 
don once more; but this Deputation had no better 
Effect than the former. The Chancas, who were al- 
ready encamped, and flattered themſelves with an 
approaching Victory, refuſed to admit the Deputies 
into their Preſence; and only ordered them to be ac- 
quainted, that the next Day would diſcover whoſe 


Province it was to command, and who had a Right 


to offer Pardon. 
That Day had no ſooner begun to davon, when the 
two Armies ranged themſelves for Battle, with loud 
Cries, accompanied with the Sound of Hautboys, 
Cornets, Timbrels, and Trumpets. “ The Ynca Vira- 
cocha put himſelf at the Head of his Forces, and was 
the firſt that charged the Enemy. Each Army diſ- 
covered an equal Ardour. The Yacas who accom- 
panied their Prince, formed a Battalion around him,

ie with ſome Precipitation: Notwithſtanding which, 
i- z the Chancas, far from being intimidated with this 
d' Diſgrace, exerted a greater Vivacity. Their Morti- 
L fication to ſee that Victory with which they had 
flattered themſelves, begin to waver, rouſed them to 
r ſuch a Degree, that in a few Moments they regained 
— the Ground they had loſt. 
T The Combat being thus reſtored to its former 
a Equality, continued two Hours longer with great 
n Vigour, and little Diſparity on either Side. One 
8 Circumſtance alone decided the Advantage: For in 
- the Heat of the Battle, all the Stones and Trees in 
© the Plain were transformed into Men * armed for 
t the Defence of their Prince, This new Succour, 
which the Sun, to accompliſh his Promiſe, ſent to 
2 the Inca Viracocha, diſconcerted the Chancas. They

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They diſputed the Battle, however, for ſome Time, 
like deſperate Men, who now ſought rather to die 
gloriouſly, than diſpute a Victory: But at laſt they 
all fled in Confuſion, and the Iuca remained Maſter 
of the Field. The Enemies were purſued in their 
Flight, till they acknowledged themſelves overcome; 
and then the Prince, that he might not ſeem as in- 
human as the Barbarians, cauſed the Retreat to be

During the Combat, which continued above eight 
Hours, 2 a Deluge of Blood was ſhed, that the 
Waters of a little River were all diſcoloured, and 
conſiderably ſwelled by the crimſon Torrent: For 
which Reaſon, the Plain where the Battle was 
fought, was afterwards called Yahwar Pompa, which 
Hgnifies, The Field of Blood. The Slain were com- 
uted to exceed Thirty Thouſand; of which Num- 
the Yzca loſt Eight Thouſand, and the Rebels 
the reſt. The General of the latter, and the two 
Lieutenant-Generals, were taken Priſoners, and. re- 
ſerved to grace the Triumphant Entry, which the 
— intended to make into the Capital of the

The Yzea Viracocha diſpatched three Meſſengers to 
the News of this great Victory to different 
Parts. The firſt was ſent to the Houle of the Sun; 
to render the moſt grateful Acknowledgments to 
him for his Aſſiſtance in the Enemy's Defeat. The 
ſecond had it in Charge to acquaint the Prieſts and 
thoſe of their Order who had fled, that nothing 
more was incumbent on them, than to return to 
the Temple of the Sun, to thank him for his Pro- 
tection, and offer new. Sacrifices to his Divinity; 
he was alſo to acquaint the Select Virgins, that the 
Sun, through the Merit of their Prayers, had grant- 
ed Victory to the Prince.

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miſſioned to find out the Ynca Yahuarbuacac, and 
give him a full Relation of all that had paſſed, and 
earneſtly to entreat him not to leave the Place of his

The Prince, having diſmiſſed the Meſſengers, 


made his Army paſs before him in Review; after 


which he kept about his Perſon Seven Thouſand 
Men, ſelected out of his beſt Troops, and disband- 


ed the reſt. As to the Curacas, he promiſed them 


an Acknowledgment ſuitable to the Service they 
had rendered him : He then appointed two of his 
Uncles his Licutcnant-Generals, with Orders to fol- 
bow him. 8 | 

Two Days after his Victory, he marched through 
the Country with his little Army, mtending to viſit 
his Enemies, and relieve them, by his Preſence, 


from the Apprehenſions they might ſuffer by the 


Conſciouſneſs of their Guilt. With this Intention, 
he haſtened his March into the Province of Anta- 
Inaylla, the Country of the Chancas ; and at his 
Arrival was _—_— with a Spectacle that charmed

The Priace received them with the moſt engag- 
ing Goouncſs; he gave them to underſtand that their 
Fathers and Husbands were the Authors of all their 
Miſety, but that he vouchſafed his Pardon to every 
Rebel, and only came thither to grant a general In- 
demnity for whatever had paſſed.

He left Garriſons in ſome Places, to pro- 
tet them in Caſe of Need; and having thus provi- 
ded for the Defence of the Country, he haſtned his Re- 
turn to Cuſco, loaded with Bleſſings from the People, 
who, inſtead of theſe Inſtances of Mercy, expected 
nothing leſs than a general Maſſacre. 3 
The Prince arrived at the Capital in the Space of 
one Moon * after he laſt had left it. He choſe to 
make his Entry on Foot, to make the Inhabitants 
ſenſible, that the Quality of a Soldier was more ami- 
able to him than the Title of a Monarch. He was 
ſurrounded by his martial Troops, and walked be- 
tween his Uncles the two Lieutenant Generals: The 
Captives who were reſerved to grace his Triumph, 
marched ſlowly, with an Air of Dejection, behind 
their Conqueror. | 5 08 | 
The People received the victorious Prince with 
all the Acclamations and Evidences of Joy that the 
Sight of a Deliverer could inſpire. The aged Inca: 
advanced to mect him; and after they had paid their 
Adorations to him as the Son of the Sun, they mix- 
ed with the Soldiers, to. have a Part in the Triumph. 
* Alaſs! exclaimed they, why were we not young 
© enough to ſhare the Glory of combating under 
1 ſo heroick a Captain? The Coya Mama Chicya

vered and incommoded him; moſt of them ſcat- 
tered fragrant Herbs and Flowers in his Way. 

The Prince with all his Court went to the Tem- 
ple of the Sun; and made his Entrance with his 
Feet hare, in Conformity to the Cuſtom : He there 
offered up his grateful Acknowledgments to the 
Sun, for the happy Succeſs with which that Deity 
had proſpered his Arms. He afterwards viſited the

The Father did not vouchſafe to his Son that Re- 


ception, which ſeemed due to the Merit of his 
Victory; he aſſumed an Air of Seriouſneſs and So- 
lemnity, that was far from intimating a perfect Sa- 
tisfaction. However, it was not eaſy to determine, 
whether Jealouſy at his Son's Glory; or ſhame at the 
Recollection of his own unmanly Indolence; or Fear 
leſt the young Conqueror ſhould deprive him of his 
Throne, moved him to treat the Prince in ſuch a 
Manner.

It was then that 

he quitted the yellow Border, for one that was 

read; * and yet he had ſo much Moderation, as not 

to permit his Father to reſign that Mark of Royalty, 

But though the King continued to wear that ho- 

nourable Badge of Empire; yet the Reigns of Go- 
vernment were entirely in the Prince's Hands.

The Tura Yahuarhaacar, notwithſtanding all theſe 
Enjoy ments, was far from taſting any Tranquillity 


in his Solitude. He became inſenſible of all the 

Pleaſures his Retinue were aſſiduous to procure him 
He reſigned himſelf to Gloomineſs of Soul, and 
melancholy Muſing; which in a little Time plung- 
ed him into Deſpair. He could not turn his 
Thoughts to the Throne from whence he had been 
obliged to deſcend, nor meditate on the Conduct of 
hisSon, without ſtarting into a Kind of Diſtraction. 
Hi the Day, he was tormented with {ad and pain- 
ful Reflections ; and the Night diſcompoſed him 
with diſmal Viſions, which ſeemed to threaten him 
with new Misfortunes : So that he at laſt reſolved, 
by Poiſon, to put an End to his Days, that were 
rendered inſupportable by the Bitterneis of Affliction. 
It was with Difficulty, indeed, that he came to this 
Determination; and the Fear of diſpleaſing his Pa- 
rent the Sun, diſſuaded him from it for ſome Time. 
He was even aſhamed to commit a Crime, he had 
puniſhed in his Subjects with the utmoſt Severity: 


For, during all his long Reign, he had been inde- 


fatigable in his Endeavours to exterminate the per- 


nicious Uſe of Poiſon in his Dominions; and 


could not without the greateſt Mortification, reflect, 
that he was preparing, by his own Example, to

which he called, The Univerſal Preſervative ; of 
which he made the firſt Experiment on himſelf, 
and then: recommended it to his Neighbours and 
Friends; who having uſed it with ſeeming Succeſs, 
it obtained a general. Demand: Every Perſon was 
deſirous to poſſeſs it; and the People contended 
who ſhould beſtow the greateſt Praiſes on the 
Phyſician and his Preſervative.

N the Provinces called Charcas, beyond the nar- 

now Paſs of Collaſuju, with reſpect to Cuſco, 
there formerly reigned a Prince of an amiable Diſ- 
polition, who feared the Gods, * and whoſe only 
Paſſion was to give Happineſs to his People.

crifice to their Gods. 


This good Prince would ſometimes endeavour to 


oppoſe the Fury of his Enemies, by Repriſals; but 
was generally repulſed with Loſs. But one of his 
greateſt Afflictions was, an unknown Diſtemper, 
that, from the Time he firſt aſcended the Throne, 
had attacked his own Family, and thoſe of the 
principal Lords of his Provinces. The Malady be- 
an with a Kind of Scurf, which, from the Crown 
of the Head, gradually diffuſed itſelf over the whole 
Body: It corroded the Skin and Fleſh, infected the 
Bones, and ended in Death. In vain had the Phy- 
ficians endeavoured to cure this Diſtemper ; their 


Remedies, inſtead of aſſuaging, only added new 


Force to the Malignity. 

The Prince of the Charcas was ſo afflicted at the

The Princes, after this, made the neceſſary Pre- 
perations for their Expedition: And when they had 
_ completed them, they all departed in a Body; every 
one being armed in the Manner he imagined moſt 
advantageous. We : 

It required a Journey of Six Days to arrive at the 
Mountain Utumcuna. The laſt Day of their March 
they began to ſee Troops of Lyons and Tygers, of 
2 monfrous Size, bounding along the Country: But, 
that Appearance had not ſufficient Terrors to make 
them proceed no farther, and they. continued their 
Progreſs with an heroick Bravery of Soul ; at the 
ſame Time ſuſtaining ſeveral Aſſaults, and leaving 
many of the furious Animals dead on the Earth. 
But as thoſe Enemies increaſed upon them the far-

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ther they advanced, the eldeſt Prince, who beheld 
Twelve of his Brothers wounded, propoſed to them 
to return. If our Approaches to the Mountain, ſaid- 
| he, are fo dangerous, what may we not expect 
from the Mountain itſelf ? And if we find it fo:

for our neceſſary Motions, we muſt employ our 
utmoſt Skill to walk ſteadily ? Beſides, what Pro-- 
bability have we of gaining the Summit of this 
Mountain, and climbing up Declivities that ſeem ſo. 
impaſſable, as thoſe before us? And who can be- 
certain that, though we ſhould be ſo fortunate as 
to ſurmount all. theſe Obſtacles, we ſhould at laſt 


find what we are now ſearching ? What Aſſurance 


Have we of Succeſs ? Why, truly, the Word of a 
Magician, as great a Barbarian, perhaps as he whoſe. 
Vengeance we all ſuffer ; and who doubtleſs would 
willingly deſtroy us in this Place. Had he that Be- 
nevolence for us, which he pretended, ought he 
not himſelf to have endeayoured to procure the Vaſe- 
of Three Metals? But if this was an Enterpriſe im- 
poſlible for even a Magician to perform, how can 
we flatter our ſelves with any Succeſs? 

All the Princes, except the Youngeſt, approved of 
this Diſcourſe. For my Part, ſaid this latter, nothing 
ſhall make me conſent to ſo diſhonourable an Acti 
on: I neither fear the Rage of Lions and Tygers, 
nor the difficult Steps of theie Rocks; and would 
ſooner die than return: And though you all ſhould 
forſake me, I ſhall not ceaſe to try; my Fortune.

The Princes were extremely mortified at a Con- 
tradiction, that ſo reproached their own Timidity. 
The Youngeſt, faid they, affects to be the Wiſeſt 
among us; and is ambitious of the Glory of o 
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the laſt in returning. Let us leave him then to him- 
ſelf: When once he is alone, he will learn, by Ex- 
perience, that a particular Folly is not to be ſet in 
Competition with the general Prudence. Upon this 
they began their March; leaving the Mountain be- 
hind them, and returning by the Way they came.

the Mountain were tumbling into Ruins. But the

The ninth Day 
he aſſumed another Tone; If you will not, ſaid he, 
very fiercely, this very Day conſent to offer me your 
Hand, I ſhall treat you in a different Manner from 
what I have yet done; but as I anſwered him only 
by my Tears, I have puniſhed your Father, conti- 
nued he, for oppoling my Demand; and all thoſe, 
whoſe Councils have been any Impediment to my 
Marriage, are Sharers of the ſame Chaſtiſement ; it 
only now remains that T avenge myſelf of your 
Diſdain: If you do not immediately preſent me 
with your Hand, as a Teſtimony of your Compliance 
with my Deſires, you ſhall feel the Effects of my 
Indignation. Act whatever you are capable of per- 
forming, replied I; Death will be a thouſand Times 
more ſupportable to me than the Sight of an unjuft 
Raviſher. | | 
The Magician, mortified at this new Reproach, 
eried out, Tis now too much, and I will be am- 
ply avenged. Upon which he immediately opened 
a Calebaſh which he held in his Hand, and I fgw 
it filled with a Liquor as green as the Verdure of 
the Spring: He then ſprinkled. ſome Drops of it 
on my Head, and a chilling Coldneſs inſtantly froze 
the Blood in my Veins; my Feet became extended 
like the Root of a Plant, and my Arms and Head 
ſhot out into Branches covered with Leaves.

dy this Diſcourſe: Princeſs, ſaid he, I think mylelt

you, compleats all my Happineſs. The Princeſs was 
curious to know what Treaſure might be con-

—_ ſaid he, to give you' that Satisfaction; at 
preſent * of more Importance demands our 
Attention; let us ſee how we may beſt quit this Place. 

Apaquepa, in pronouncing theſe Words, turned 
to the Side of the Mountain on which he aſcend- 


ed, but was ſtrangely ſurprized to ſee the Proſpect: 


entirely changed. Great Gods, cried he, what do- 
I behold! I ſee an eaſy and gentle Deſcent in the 
very Place that a Moment before preſented fright- 
ful Rocks and Precipices to the View; and then 
addreſſing himſelf to the Princeſs, Let us improve, 
faid he, the Favour offered by the Gods.

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One Day theſe Women made a Declaration -- >, . 
at one and the ſame Time, That they had W 
impoſſible to avoid loving me ;. and were ini 
of reſiſting the Flames which conſumed them. 
This Confeſſion filled me with the utmoſt Con- 
fuſion... Is it poſſible; ſaid I, that the Faith you 
have ſworn to your Husband, ſhould be inſufficient 
to preſerve you from this Weakneſs? Do you re- 
ally imagine, I can be ſo abandoned as to yield to 
pour criminal Deſires, and bring the greateſt of all

I had no great Inclination to oblige them in this 
Particular; I have that Regard for my Arms, ſaid 
f I, that I cannot be without them a Moment, and 
vrere you but acquainted with their Virtue, inſtead 
of perſuading me to quit them, you would adviſe 
me to keep them with the greateſt Caution. Ah? 
replied one of the Caravillis, What Virtue can be in- 
fuſed into thoſe Arrows? But after I had informed 
A | E 2 him 
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him in what Manner they were uſeful to me, If 
that be ſo, ſaid he, you may ſtill keep them; but 
at the ſame Time he gave me to underſtand, that 
I ſhould be treated with more Reſpect, if I would 
but conform to the Cuſtom of the Country : but, 
for all that, I made them ſenſible, by my Silence, 
that they were not to expect any ſuch Compliance 
trom me. 
As we advanced into the Iſland, my two Con- 
ductors led me te the Edge of a large Baſon, and 
told me, it would be proper for me to bathe, 
before I came into the Preſence of their Prince. 1 
did not ſtay to be requeſted twice, but taking off 
my Habit, which I threw on the Side of the Ba- 
ſon, I leaped into the Water with my Bow and Ar- 
rows, which 1 did not think it adviſeable to part 
with. It was to no purpole for them to tell me, 
that no one ever bathed with a Bow in his Hand, 
and a Quiver on his Back; I was deaf to all their 
Remonſtrances, and the Event made me ſenſible, 
that J had taken a juſt Reſolution; for, after J had 
waſhed myſelf, they refuſed to deliver my Cloaths, 
notwithſtanding all my Intreaties to obtain them;

me any farther, and returned to give an Account of 
their Commiſſion. _ £ 
Some ſhort Time after this, Twelve young Men, 
of an agreeable Appearance came to me, with a 
myſtcrious Air, as if they had ſomething of im- 
portance to impart to me. This was a new Depu- 
tation on the Subject of my Weapons. Young 
Stranger, ſaid they, congratulate your preſent For- 
tune, for your Happineſs may well be envied. If

Part of the Language you have uſed to me; but 
I am deſirous you ſhould know that I am not per-

He waited for my Anſwer with a Palpitation of 
Heart; and when he faw me continue ſilent, for 
I was ſo diſcompoſed that I was incapable of utter- 
ing a Word, Lovely Stranger, ſaid he, what may 
this Silence mean?

at his criminal Deſigns ; I ſhuddered with Horror ;

Wretched Man, faid I, let us fee whether my Arms 
will not be more effectual than thine: Upon which 
I immediately took one of my Arrows, and began 
to aim it at bis Heart. At this he burſt into Tears, 
and throwing himſelf at my Feet in the utmoſt 
Conſternation, Young Stranger, ſaid he, who may 
1 imagine you to be? Tell me who you are, and 
from whence you came ; Tell me who conducted

the Prince and his Courtiers came into the Foreſt, -

Inſects, if we refuſed to condeſcend to their De- 


fires. The ſame Night they likewiſe made the 
Women aſſume their former Shape, and then 
took them to their Beds; not ſo much out of In- 
clination, as from the Neceſſity they were under 
of multiplying their Species. When this Scene was 


over, the Women, like our ſelves, reſumed the 


Form pf Inſects which they had quitted, and retain- 
ed it 4 the following Lear. 

Tis not eaſy for me to expreſs my Aſtoniſnment 
at ſuch a Relation: I almoſt looked upon this Ad- 
venture as a Dream; but, at laſt, when I was: un- 
avoidably convinced of its Reality, I determined to- 
make the preſent Diſpoſition of the People contri- 
bute to my Deſign of eſtabliſhing Order and Regu- 
lation among them.

lence. All the People, who liſtened to my Dit-- 
courſe, beheld me with an Attention mixed with 
Reverence.

When I had ended my Speech, the People made 
te Place eccho with new Acclamationss of Joy ; 
during which I roſe from the Throne and walked 
to the Palace, into which J entered with all the El- 
ders. I then deſired them to aſſiſt me with their 
wiſe Counſels; and after J had intimated to them 
the Laws I thought neceſſary to be eſtabliſhed, we 
agreed upon the following Articles; The Country 
was to be governed by a Prince, to be choſen by 
all the Heads of Families: The Aſſembly of the 
Elders were to be at Liberty to depoſe the Prince,

be ſeverely chaſtiſed for the firſt Offence, and 
for the ſecond, ignominiouſly. baniſhed the Country ; 
and ſuffer Death if they ever returned : 'That the 
fugitive Caravillis, who had filled the Land with 
 Abominations, ſhould be condemned to perpetual 
Exile; and if any one ſhould be fo hardy as to 
{t a Foot thereafter in- thoſe Territories, he ſhould 
be publickly burnt, and his Aſhes thrown into the 
River : That both Sexes ſhould always wear Cinc- 
tares that would cover them from the Reins to 
the Knees : That the young Men ſhould daily ex- 
erciſe themſelves in Swimming, Fiſhing, Running, 
or Hunting; and that a Prize ſhould. be given to all 
who excelled in. thoſe Exerciſes. = 
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© Theſe Laws were proclaimed, and received as 
Commands ſent from the Gods; and every Indivi- 


dual promiſed a ſtrict Obedience to them. Who- 
ever, {aid they with one Conſent, ſhall preſume to 
violate them, let him be deemed an Enemy to his 
Country, a Diſturber of the publick Tranquillity, 


and as ſuch let him be puniſhed. The People got 


them all by Heart, and habituated themſelves to put 
them in practice with- the greateſt Emulation, In 
ſhort, they regarded them as the Rule they ought 


conſtantly to purſue in the Conduct of their Lives. - 
I had the Satisfaction to ſee theſe Laws obſerved. 


with all the Exactneſs I could defire; and dur- 
ing the Period of one Moon, that I continued in 
the Iſland of the Caravillis, J never heard that any 


Perſon had violated them in the leaſt Inſtance : They - 


were all influenced by the ſame View, which was, 
the Publick Good ; They mutually contended to be 
firſt in performing good Offices to each other ; 
and the Intereſt of each Particular, coincided with 
that of his Neighbour. | 

I was perfectly charmed with all this; and muſt 


needs confeſs, that, had I been Maſter of my own. 


Deſtiny, I ſhould have delighted to paſs my Days 


with a People, who knew ſo well how to uſe. 


their Reaſon :- but I had no Permiſſion to infringe, 
or neglect the Laws that were preſcribed to me, 


and I was every Moment obſerv ing whether the 


Wind had begun to blos; for it had intirely ceaſed 


from the Time I came to the Iſland of the Cara. 


villis. One Day I perceived the Branches of the 
Trees were in Motion more than uſual; and this 


was an Admonition- for me to prepare for my De- 


parture. To this Purpoſe I aſſembled the Heads ot 
Families, and acquainted them with the Neceſſity 


that obliged me to leave them, and adviſed them to 
chuſe a Prince from their own Body, in my Place, 


after my Departure. 
e 1 
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This Declaration was like a Blaſt of Thunder to 
them; and, at firſt, they ſeemed diſpoſed to ob. 
ſtruct my Deſign ; but when I repreſented to them, 
how reproachful it: would be for them to be guilty 
of the firſt Violation of the Laws they had made, 
one of which itted a- Prince to abdicate his 

ignity when he thought it expedient, and that 
their Example might be attended with fatal Con- 
ſequences, they at laſt contented themſelves with 
expreſſing much Reluctance at my Departure; and 
thus, notwithſtanding the Reluctance that appeared 
in their Faces, and the Diſinclination I had to leave 
them, I bid them an eternal Farewel. 

When I had taken my Leave of the Elders, I 
went to the publick Place, where I addreſſed my 
{cif to the People in theſe Terms; Every Thing 
which the Gods ordained to be tranſacted in this 
Iſland by my Miniſtration, is now compleated ; the 
deteſtable Prince, wha. polluted the Land with his 
Crimes, and detained you in the ſevereſt Captivity, 
is now No more; and the wretched Accomplices 


of his Abominations have been compelled to aban- 


don the Country, and wander in ſtrange - Eands : 
You have ſucceeded in their Room, as more wor- 
thy to inhabit the Iſland of the Caravillis, and are 
now entered on their Poſſeſſions: Your Punctuality 
in conforming to the Laws preſcribedyou, has exceeded 
my Expectations ; and I beg the Gods to continus 
you in the happy. State wherein I now behold you : 
May they grant that you may: long be the Canſo- 
lation and Joy of your Children ; may they ſhower 
down all imaginable Proſperity on your Heads, 
and ayert from you. every Calamity: that would 
afflict you. - 

When I had finiſhed this Diſcourſe, I prepared for 
my Departure, whilſt all the People wept, and 
knew nut how to make me ſufficiently: ſenſible of 
their Reluctance at my leaving them: Men, Women, 
and Children attended me to the Verge of the 


kcond' 
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feond Iſle, and would even have paſſed the ſe- 
cond: River, and followed me much farther ; but F 
ſo earneſtly intreated them to return, that they 
could no longer refuſe me that Satisfaction. 

My only Conſolation, at leaving a People ſo dear 
to me, was to obſerve, that the Wind blew from 
that Point where my Father's Habitation was ſeat- 
ed: This Circumſtance filled me with a Joy beyond 
Expreſſion; for at that Time I had no Knowledge 
of the Misfortunes' I was till reſerved to ſuffer ; 
however, I met with nothing remarkable in all the 
Countries thro' which I paſſed ; and after I had 
travelled for the Space of twenty Days, I at laſt 
faw the Expiration of the Term of three Moons, 
during which I was fated to wander over the Face 
of the Earth. 

I was at the Diſtance of only two Days Jour- 
ney from my Father's Habitation, when a dreadful 
Tempeſt, intermixed with Thunder and Lightning; 
overtook me in my Way; I frequently ſaw the 
Thunder burſting- at my Feet, and the Danger 
obliged me to ſeek for ſome Shelter; I at haſt 
found myſelf at the Entrance into a Cavern, the 
Door of which was open; and as I hoped to be 
there in Safety, I was preparing to enter; when I 
beheld a young Lady run into the Cavern in the 
greateſt Diſorder, without any Cincture, and with 
an Air of the utmoſt Deſolation : She ſeemed to 
have the very Features of the young Princeſs 1 
had ſeen fix Months before in the Cave of the 
Magician Coran, and the Sight of whom had coſt 
me ſo dear; I had a ſecret Preſage that ſhe was 
the ſame Perſon, and that T' ſhould not even now 
behold her with Impunity; however, I took a 
Reſolution to follow her; and, as ſhe fled with: 
extraordinary Swiftneſs, I imagined ſhe might want 
lame Aſſiſtanee; I therefore purſued and overtook 
her. in the ſecond Chamber, which was illuminated 
With a. vaſt Number of Lamps; ſhe had throw 


herſelf: 
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herſelf on 2 Bed of Ruſhes; and, without thinking 
on the Attitude in which ſhe lay, abandoned her- 
{elf to all the Violence of Sorrow. | 
Surprized at what I beheld, I approached tlie 
Bed on which ſhe lay; and, kneeling before her, 


1 claſped one of her Hands in mine; How happy 


am I to have found an Opportunity, {aid I, of ſerv- 
ing the moſt amiable Creature in the World You 
are bedewed with Tears; permit me to wipe them 
from your Checks : : Your Limbs are all covered 


_ with Mire; let me waſh away that Pollution: 


Upon which I was preparing to render her thoſe 
little Services, which ſhe ſuffered me to perform, 
ar rather, was inſenſible of what I did: But, at 
laſt, as I was giving her to underſtand how 
much I thought myſelf obliged to my Deſtiny for 
conducting me to her Preſenee, that I might ſur- 
render up my Liberty to her, Begone, raſh Man, 
faid ſhe, puſhing me away with much Vehemence; . 


leave me to bewail my Misfortune, and tremble . 
at that which now threatens even you. At the 


fame Inſtant, happening to recolle& that ſhe was 
entirely naked, ſhe was loſt in Confuſion to be- 
hold herſelf in this Condition in the Preſence of 
a Man, and immediately covered herſelf with the 
Skin of a Bear that ſhe ſnatched from. the Foot of 
the Bed. 

I was charmed at this Inftance of her Modeſty; , 
and perfectly tranſported to diſcover, in. ſuch a

he has made a Treaty with me, by which he ſhall 
engage to be my Confederate in War, againſt the

Well then, continued the King, to prevent the 


Calamities thou mayeſt bring upon us, we are de-

The Moment this Sentence was pronounced, they 
began to put it in Execution. 

The Prince of Titicaca was bound to a Tree, and 


the King, with the Elders of the Country, armed 


with ſharp Knives of Flint, prepared to Fat alive, 
the unfortunate Prince; when two Meſſengers, all 
bathed in Sweat, ruſhed in, and demanded Audience 
of the King; they acquainted him, that the Inha-

The Laica, having taken her Leave of the Prince 
of Titicaca, he preſented himſelf before his Sub- 
jets, who received him with unſpeakable Joy; 
after which he diſcovered himſelf to his Allies, and 


the whole Army cried out in Concert; O Son 


the Lion! avenge our laſt Defeat ; animate us with thy 
Preſence, and make us triumph over our Foes ! 

The two Armies had faced each other a con- 
fiderable Time without ſhewing .any Diſpoſition to 
engage. The King of Mulobamba imagined, that 
as the Confederates beheld his Forces ſuperior to

I ſeek, continued he, I ſhall account my ſelf the 
happieſt of Mortals, to have found you ; but what 
Accident can have placed you here? Give me an 


exact Relation of the Adventures that happened to 


you ſince our Separation. 

I ſhall with Pleaſure, replied Cumac Riti, give you 
the Satisfaction you defire, and muſt inform you, 
then, My Lord, continued ſhe, that I was bathing 
with my Mother, in a Fountain near the Place 
where I was confined by the Prince my Father, 
when the Tempeſt, which, without doubt, com- 
pelled you to take Refuge in my Palace, obliged 
my Mother and me to quit the Water with the 
greateſt Speed; we each of us went to take the 
Habits we had left at a little Diſtance, when a Ser 
pent of a monſtrous Size immediately appeared be- 
fore us; he ſeized my Mother by the Feet, and, as 
I imagined, devoured her in an Inſtant.
